EXPORTS TO THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
EFFECT OF THE LEASE-LEND ACT 
STATEMENT BY MR. HARCOURT JOHNSTONE, M.P. 
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In reply to enquiries, Mr. Harcourt Johnstone, M.P., 
Secretary of the Department of Overseas Trade, has made 
the following statement : 

In order to import the great volume of munitions and 
other vitally important goods which we wished to obtain 
from the United States, the United Kingdom was obliged, 
so long as the rule of cash and carry prevailed, to force out 
to the United States the maximum volume of exports. 
This was one of the purposes of the so-called ‘ export 
drive ” of the early months of 1940 ; and when the collapse 
of France made necessary concentration upon the produc- 
tion of war materials, and exports had to be more carefully 
husbanded, the United States remained the most favoured 
market. It was vitally important to ensure exports to 
countries with dollar currencies, or whose currencies were 
readily convertible into dollars, and those exports to the 
sterling area which fulfilled requirements that would, unless 
supplied by the United Kingdom, involve these countries 
in payments in dollars. We were prepared, if necessary, to 
restrict supplies to the civil population in order to do so ; 
and United Kingdom exporters were assured that their 
work was second only in importance to the actual produc- 
tion of munitions, and great efforts were made by them. 
Our exports to the United States in the first half of 1940 
were considerably greater in value than in the same period 
of 1939, and were maintained above the 1939 level during 
the first half of 1941, in spite of the great difficulties of the 
second half of 1940. 


CHANGE OF PoLicy 

By the passing of the Lease-Lend Act in March 1941 the 
situation was profoundly changed. Not only was the strain 
upon our dollar resources immensely relieved but, as the 
volume of military supplies put in process of manufafture 
for us mounted, the United States administration, already 
occupied with its own defence programme, found it neces- 
sary to place restrictions upon the civilian use of some of 
the more scarce materials, and it became at once an obliga- 
tion upon H.M. Government to see that the American 
manufacturer or exporter, who was stinted or deprived of 
his raw materials in order that such materials might be 
sent to us, should not find United Kingdom exporters 
offering manufactures of these materials to his own 
customers. H.M. Government therefore adopted the policy 
embodied in the statement issued as a White Paper (Cmd. 
6311) on 10 September, and undertook to see that the 
materials obtained under the Lease-Lend Act, which are 
required for the prosecution of the war effort, should not 
in any case be diverted to the furtherance of private 
interests. 


MISUNDERSTANDINGS 

This radical change of policy has inevitably caused many 
difficulties, and has led to a good deal of misunderstanding. 
The United States manufacturer or exporter has not always 
realised that the delivery of goods which have arrived in 
United States or Latin American markets in the days of 
Lease-Lend was planned in the days of cash and carry ; 
and since the machinery of trade cannot be changed over- 
night, he has found advertisements, still appearing, of goods 
which he thinks the United Kingdom exporter should not, 
and which in fact the United Kingdom exporter could not, 
now deliver; while, on the other hand, it has been baffling 
to United Kingdom exporters to find that some of their 
long-prepared plans to earn much-needed dollars must now 
be dropped. But the national gain is immeasurable. We 
are now in a position to obtain many essential imports 
without the necessity of finding dollars for them, and in 
this way we are enabled to save some of the energies which 
had formerly to be devoted to the export trade and turn 
them to more direct war purposes. It is from the point of 
view of a war economy a gain, and not a loss, that we need 
no longer send scarce materials across the Atlantic in order 





that they may be turned into dollars and come back in the 
shape of munitions of war, but can devote them directly 
to the manufacture of war supplies here. 

But this does not mean that a high level of export trade 
to the United States is either unnecessary or impossible. 
Our dollar needs are still very large, larger than any volume 
of visible export trade which we can hope to maintain will 
wholly provide. We are still importing many things from 
the United States outside Lease-Lend arrangements. In 
return for this we can send to the United States a large 
range of manufactured goods made from materials which 
can be spared by the munitions industries, and, by the same 
token, not constituting an offer to the American consumer 
of something with which his own producers are precluded 
from providing him. 

The main traditional United Kingdom exports to the 
United States are, of course, whisky, raw wool, woollen 
goods, linen, some specialities in cotton, apparel and tin. 
Other traditional exports, of importance in the aggregate, 
are some coal and non-metalliferous products, earthenware, 
and some kinds of glass, certain specialities in machinery, 
leather and skins (where the humble rabbit is important). 
These exports are, to an unusual extent in British trade, 
largely made from home-produced material. Home con- 
sumption has been drastically reduced in some cases, of 
which the main examples are whisky, wool, and linen, in 
order to free the resources for export. Upon the matured 
stocks of whisky there has been a severe drain. 


COMPARISONS 


A general picture of the trend of the export trade can be 
obtained by a comparison of eight months of 1940 and 1941 
with the corresponding period of 1939. Exports of leather 
goods and of tin were in both years smaller than in 1939 
and exports of cotton goods and of apparel remained much 
the same, but those of woollen goods were greater, while 
exports of wool, skins, and earthenware, already greater in 
1940 than 1939, were much greater in 1941 than 1939. 


, Exports of whisky and linen goods, however, which were 


much greater in 1940 than in 1939, were not in 1941 to the 
same extent above the 1939 level. 

These ten headings cover about two-thirds of our trade 
with the United States, and are substantially unaffected by 
the considerations which H.M. Government had in mind in 
adopting the policy set out in the White Paper on the use of 
materials received under the Lease-Lend Act (Cmd. 6311).

Meynell’s task—through the Distribution Officers and other 
agencies—is to keep the Board so informed that essential 
goods and shopping facilities are, as far as possible, kept or 
made available where and when they are needed.

ELECTRIC MOTOR FOR DISPOSAL 


The Export Credits Guarantee Department, in conjunction 
with the English Electric Co., Ltd., has for disposal and for 
early delivery, if necessary :— 

One electric motor originally intended for a rolling mill 
plant in Greece. 
The motor was designed as a two-bearing on bedplate, slip- 
ring induction motor, r.m.s. output 1,610 h.p., synchronous 
speed 750 r.p.m., supply 6,500 volts, 3 phase, 50 cycles, slip- 
rings continuously rated, but the windings can be reconnected to 
use the machine at the same output at 3,300 volts. 

The machine was arranged for driving a rolling mill and there- 
fore has a measure of strengthening which renders it suitable 
for practically any normal duties that an induction motor is 
used for such as a motor generator, pump drive, driving of any 
plant direct or through gearing and might even be used for a 
winder drive although for the latter it might have to be recon- 
nected to allow it to give counter current breaking. The machine 
is also suitable for all rolling mill drives for which it was designed. 

The motor is new and is complete with a switchgear cubicle, 
liquid starter and slip resistance, but where a fly-wheel is not in 
use the slip resistance need not be used, while for winder work a 
liquid controller could be substituted for the liquid starter. 

While the Department is financially interested in the motor 
only it is understood that an order was placed in this country 
for a reduction gearing which was to have been employed with 
the motor. Complete details of the reduction gear are not avail- 
able but can be obtained from the Power Plant Co., Ltd., of 
West Drayton, Middlesex. It is believed that the equipment in 
question comprises a single reduction totally enclosed unit, 
arranged with forced lubrication and fitted with a flexible high- 
speed coupling and a cast steel low speed flange coupling. This 
reduction gear would not be required by any likely purchaser 
who proposes to employ the motor direct coupled to the plant 
to be operated. 

The price of the Electric Motor apart from the reduction gearing 
is £2,900 approximately, and the Department would welcome 
enquiries either by telephone or letter from any prospective 
purchasers.

HORSES FOR EIRE 


A number of cases have arisen in past weeks of racehorses 
being held up at Holyhead owing to their having been sent 
forward by owners or trainers without the necessary Board of 
Trade export licence. This involves detention of the horses with 
increased expense to the owners and possible risk of injury. 

A Board of Trade export licence is necessary before any live 
horse can be sent to Eire, whether by ship or over the Land 
Boundary and no horse should be sent forward until that export 
licence has been obtained. Applications for export licences 
should be addressed to the Board of Trade, Export Licensing 
Department, Inveresk House, 346 Strand, London, W.C.2, on 
forms to be obtained from that Department or from the principal 
Custom Houses. 


COTTON CONTROL 
NEW SCHEDULE OF COTTON PRICES 


A new schedule of cotton prices came into effect on 
13 October. Since 31 March last, when the Liverpool 
Futures Market closed, raw cotton prices have remained at 
the level of the official quotations for the various growths 
as recorded in the Liverpool Cotton Association’s circular 
for 31 March. 

The prices of the different growths have been adjusted 
to bring them into closer relationship with their respective 
spinning values, without appreciably altering the general 
level of prices. American Middling, fair staple, is 9-25d. 
per lb., as compared with the previous official quotation of. 
924d. Giza 7 F.G.F. remains at 12-05d. and Sakel at 
12-95d. Ashmouni F.G.F. has been reduced from 11-37d. 
to 11-:15d. and Zagora F.G.F. from 11-07d. to 10-90d. 
Substantial reductions have been made in the spot price of 
Indian cottons. Prices for some of the better quality Sudan 
and African cottons have been increased by varying 
amounts. 

As from 12 October, the Control Official Value for 
American cotton will be 9-25d. per lb., and all American- 
type yarn prices must be based on this figure, instead of 
9-21d. 


The main effect of these adjustments is to restore the general 
price relations between different growths and grades which 
obtained when the present spinning margins were fixed at the 
beginning of 1940. The Cotton Control will, until further notice, 
provide cover at these prices for approved orders from week to 
week to the extent of twelve weeks’ normal production. 


Yarn MarGIns 


Yarn margins will not be increased in the near future. Some 
expectations of an early increase in margins appear to have been 
entertained in various quarters; the Cotton Controller desires 
to make it clear that there is no foundation for these. It has 
also been suggested that spinners generally are refusing to 
undertake new business pending the announcement of the 
expected increase. The information supplied to the Control by 
spinners shows that sales continue to represent a very high 
proportion of current production. 

The Controller is well aware of the difficulties with which all 
sections of the industry have been and are still faced as a result 
of war conditions. Within the last few weeks, however, there 
has been a substantial improvement in cotton and coal supplies 
to nucleus mills. Steps are now being taken, in conjunction with 
the Ministry of Labour, the Cotton Board, and the employers’ 
and operatives’ organisations, to bring the staffing of nucleus 
mills up to the level required for maximum production. These 
measures, together with the price adjustments now announced, 
should enable the industry, and the spinning section in particular, 
to operate on a more economic basis than has lately been possible.

KETTLES AND SAUCEPANS 


In order to make available a larger supply of kettles and 
saucepans the Board of Trade have issued a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1586, price 1d.) permitting persons 
registered under Class 9 of the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 1941,* to supply between 
now and 30 November, in addition to their quota for that 
class, kettles and saucepans not exceeding 5 per cent. of 
the total value of Class 9 goods supplied during the standard 
period June-November 1939. A registered person may not 
however, supply kettles and saucepans under this licence to 
a value exceeding £30 to any one person. Registered 
persons are required to keep a separate record of all kettles 
and saucepans supplied by virtue of this licence. 


SPECIAL PRODUCERS LIST 


Manufacturers of tarpaulins, filter bags, bias binding and 
inked ribbons for typewriting, duplicating, accounting and 
similar machines can now apply to have their names 
included in the list of special producers attached to the 
Register of the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) 
Order, 1941.* Applications should be made to the Board 
of Trade, Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. Firms included in 
this list will be able to obtain woven or knitted cloth quota 
and coupon free from their suppliers. 


WOMEN’S AND MAIDS’ OUTER CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central 
Price Regulation Committee, are this week making the 
Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) (No. 3) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1613), fixing maximum margins and 
prices for women’s and maids’ coats, skirts, costumes and 
slacks of general utility. The garments to which these 
prices apply and the overriding maxima for each are set 
out in the attached schedule. The garments must be made 
of utility cloths as defined in the Limitation of Supplies 
(Cloth and Apparel) Orders, 1941.f 

The maximum prices which may, be charged for these 
garments are ascertained as follows :— 


(a) for the maker-up by adding 7 per cent. to his costs of 
production and sale, as defined in the Third Schedule 
to the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) Order 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1386) f ; 

(b) for the wholesaler by adding 20 per cent. to the price 
paid by the wholesaler to the maker-up from whom 
he buys ; 

(c) for the retailer by adding 33} per cent. to the price 
(including Purchase Tax) at which he buys from the 
wholesaler or maker-up ; 

provided that the price so ascertained may not exceed the over- 
riding maxima shown in the Schedule for makers-up and whole- 
salers and for retailers respectively. 

These garments are only now beginning to be made and are 
unlikely to be on sale in any quantity to the public for some 
time. It is necessary to announce the prices now in order that 
manufacturers may be able to make their plans and put the 
goods into production, but this does not mean that clothes at 
these prices are yet available. 

The Fifth Schedule to the Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and 
Apparel) Order * does not as it stands permit the following 
cloths to be used for the garments shown :—

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The Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) (No. 4) Order, 
1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1614), will also be issued making 
certain alterations to the uses to which utilify cloths may be put 
and will authorise the use of these cloths for the garments shown. 


MANUFACTURE OF BLANKETS, TOWELS 
AND OTHER UNRATIONED GOODS 


Traders are prohibited from using cloth for the manufacture 
of unrationed goods, such as household textiles, except under 
licence or against coupons issued by the Board of Trade. This 
applies to registered as well as unregistered traders. 

Under the General Licence (8. R. & O. 1941 No. 1014, price 2d.) 
registered traders are permitted to use cloth within the limits 
of their general quota forthe manufacture of unrationed goods 
of any kind. In view of the pressure on supplies this licence is 
to be modified and registered persons will no longer be permitted 
to use cloth for the manufacture of tablecloths, table napkins, 
fancy drapery, embroidery, sports goods or artificial flowers. 
On the other hand, in view of the need for blankets and towels, 
the Board are prepared to grant licences to registered persons 
allowing them to use extra cloth outside their quota for the 
manufacture of these goods. 

The modifications place registered and unregistered manu- 
facturers in substantially the same position as regards the 
quantity of unrationed goods which they are permitted to 
manufacture either under licence or against coupons. 

Applications for licences for the extra cloth for blankets and 
towels should be made to the Board of Trade, Marsham Court, 
Bournemouth, and should state the amount in square yards of 
wool] and non-wool cloth used in the manufacture of these goods 
in the standard period and also in the restriction period up to 
date. 


REMNANTS OF UTILITY CLOTHS 


The obligations on wholesalers to mark each length of utility 
cloth resold by them and on makers-up to use utility cloth only 
to make utility garments, do not apply to fents or remnants 
where these are sold by weight and the lengths do not exceed 
24 yards for 36-inch fabrics or 1}? yards for fabrics wider than 
36 inches. 


QUICKSILVER PRICES 


Under the Control of Mercury (No. 7) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1552, price 1d.), issued by the Minister 
of Supply, with effect from 9 October 1941, price control 
is removed from sales of quicksilver of 7 lbs. and under. 

Sales of over 7 lbs. will continue to be subject to the 
terms of the Control of Mercury (Nos. 5 and 6) Orders, 1941 
(see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 13 February 1941, 
page 100, and 8 May 1941, page 311). 


DROP FORGINGS 


Drop forgings produced by hammers of 20 ewts. and 
over may not be produced after 1 November unless they 
are covered by approved schedules in accordance with the 
instructions of the Drop Forgings Sub Control. 

Firms placing orders for drop forgings under Board 
Trade Steel Authorisations must submit schedules, in 
triplicate, of their orders on Form BT/DF.1 to the Industrial 
Supplies Department, Drop Forgings Section, Board of 
Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1, who will forward approved 
schedules to the Drop Forgers named. 

Schedules for drop forgings orders placed under the 
authorisations of other departments should not be forwarded 
to the Board of Trade, but to the department issuing the 
authorisation. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
ADVICE TO SHIPPERS

WAR DAMAGE ACT 1941 (PART 1!) 


BUILDERS’ ACCOUNTS FOR WAR DAMAGE 
REPAIRS 


Steps have been taken by the War Damage Commission * 
to safeguard the interests both of the public and of the 
builders in connection with payments in settlement of 
claims for the proper cost of repair work to war-damaged 
buildings. ; 

“ Proper cost” is defined in the Act to mean such cost 
as is reasonable having regard to the prices of materials 
and the rates of remuneration for services current when the 
works are executed and to all other relevant circumstances. 
The property owner bases his claim on the builder’s account, 
and circumstances might arise in which this would be 
disputed by the Commission’s officers. 

The Commission has agreed with the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers that in such a case the 
builder whose account is disputed may refer the matter to a 
Regional Assessor appointed by the Federation. In those 
cases in which the Regional Assessor does not support the 
contention of the claimant the amount in dispute will be 
disallowed. Ifthe Assessor considers that the case warrants 
further examination he will refer it for advice to the Deputy 
Commissioner for the area, who will in every case hear the 
Regional Assessor on behalf of the builder and, if he wishes, 
consult any other person, including the Commission’s 
technical staff. The Deputy Commissioner’s advice will be 
accepted by the Commission. 

It will be recalled that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
stated in the House of Commons on 7 October that cost of 
works payments will be made after the completion of the 
work as soon as the Commission has satisfied itself that the

cost of the work is reasonable. The arrangement described 
above has been designed to facilitate a decision in any cases 
in which the reasonableness of a charge appears to be a 
matter of doubt.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


WROUGHT STEELS (CARBON AND ALLOY STEELS) 
T.A.C. 1—33 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a very 
interesting report on wrought steels. It is a complementary 
document to the new En series of specifications for carbon and 
alloy steels which has recently been published as B.S. 970. 

The report gives a description of each steel in the En Series 
indicating the purpose for which it is most suitable; details of 
mechanical test results obtained from steels having chemical 
compositions falling within the ranges specified are given, as 
well as notes about heat treatment together with an explanation 
of the effect of mass on the mechanical properties obtainable 
from the standard test piece. 

The 58 steels in the En Series are classified into 33 groups, 
and a section of the report is devoted to cross-referencing the 
steels in these groups to some 2,000 specifications that have 
previously been in use in industry. 

The report represents the work of the Technical Committee on 
Special and Alloy Steels which has been sitting in Sheffield for 
the past month under the chairmanship of Dr. W. H. Hatfield.

GRADING RULES FOR STRUCTURAL TIMBER 


The new British Standard Rules for the Grading Rules for 
Structural Timber (B.S. 940) has recently been published. 

This publication gives the gradings for the 800 lb. Grades of 
Redwood, Scots Pine, European Larch and home-grown Douglas 
Fir. The grade of these timbers, for which the appropriate safe 
working stress in bending is 800 lbs. per square inch, is the first 
of a series of grading or structural timber which will be published 
by the British Standards Institution. 

The issue of these standards will enable structural timber to 
be graded according to its strength, thus making it possible for 
designers of structure to utilise timber more economically. 

In this new British Standard details of the permissible defects 
are given including an illustration of the different types of knot. 
This publication contains some useful information for those who 
use timber in structures.

BRITISH INDIA 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON MATERIALS OF 
CERTAIN DESCRIPTIONS 


With reference to the notices in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 30 January 1941 (page 65) and 20 March 1941 (page 203) 
regarding restrictions on the importation into British India of 
iron or steel, the Board of Trade have received copies of Notifica- 
tions Nos. 44—I.T.C./41 and 49—I.T.C./41, dated 24 June and 
26 July respectively, which provide for the amendment of 
Notification No. 25—I.T.C./40 of 31 December 1940. 

For convenience of reference Notification No. 25 is reproduced 
below in the amended form. 

No. 25—I.T.C./40.—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Rule 84 of the Defence of India Rules, the Central Govern- 
ment is pleased to prohibit the bringing into British India 
by sea from any place outside India of any materials of the 
descriptions specified in the Schedule hereto annexed, except 
the following, namely :— 


(i) Any materials of such descriptions imported for 
transhipment to or under bond for re-export to, 
any country outside India ; 

(ii) (Cancelled.) 

(iii) Any materials of such descriptions covered by an 
open general licence issued by the Central Govern- 
ment ; 

(iv) Any materials of such descriptions covered by a 
special licence issued— 

(a) in the case of goods imported from the United 


Kingdom or the United States of. America, 


by the Steel Import Controller or a Deputy 
Steel Import Controller for India appointed 
in this behalf by the Central Government, on 
application made before the placing of an 
order ; 

(6) in the case of goods imported from other 
countries by the Import Trade Controller 
appointed for the purposes of the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the 
Department of Commerce No. 1—I.T.C./40, 
dated 20 May 1940. 


Provided that nothing in these exceptions shall prejudice the 
application to any goods of any other prohibition or regulation 
affecting the import of goods that may be in force at the time 
when such goods are imported.

A Supplement to the “ Northern Rhodesian Government 
Gazette” of 15 August contains a copy of the Customs and 
Excise Duties (Amendment) (No. 2) Regulations, 1941, which 
has the effect of granting a rebate of the import duty on ground 
nuts imported for the manufacture of ground nut oil and cattle 
cake. 

The same Supplement contains a copy of the Customs and 
Excise Duties (Suspension) Regulations, 1941, which suspends 
the import duty payable on oil cake under item 20 of the Customs 
Tariff to the extent of £1 per ton. The former rates of duty 
were Is. 6d. per 100 lbs. preferential and Congo Basin Tariffs, 
and 2s. per 100 Ibs. General Tariff.

for barrels; barrels or casks assembled or unassembled when 
not used as packing; straw and husks of cereals for packing; 
wood fibre for packing ; electric lamp bulbs; fuses for mines; 
biscuits and cakes; leather and skin manufactures; wine lees 
and argol; celluloid and similar substances raw or manufactured, 


TURKEY 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 10 July 1941 (page 26) H.M. 
Xepresentative in Angora has forwarded a copy (in French) of 
Circular No. 21 of 28 July 1941 published by the Turkish Ministry 
of Commerce. This rules that in private compensation trading, 
olive oil, pirina oil (cattlecake oil), mohair, valonea, valet 
(valonea extract), and cotton waste may only be exported in 
compensation of specified imports. These imports are listed in 
the Circular and comprise articles falling within the following 
Customs groups :— 

(a) Leather and hides. 

(6) Timber and woodwork. 
(c) Cotton yarns. 

(d) Cotton textiles. 

(e) Iron and ironware. 

Separate applications in respect of each transaction must be 
made to the Turkish Ministry of Commerce for the necessary 
permission to effect the export of any of the Turkish products 
named against a corresponding specified import. The Ministry 
of Commerce will examine any application to import other than 
the specified articles providing such import may reasonably be 
deemed of sufficient economic importance under existing con- 
ditions. The import of luxury qualities of the articles listed is 
excluded.
